We can itot es- 
cape this primal fact of existence, 
so deep and orlgiiial, ao all perrad- 
ing that tt OTeirih«do>wa and oondl- 
tions ih» whola rwga ct ttaing, and 
alone furnlBtaes ttie kejr to the end- 
leu problems of nature, history end 
Ufa. It is quite true that man has 
otter relations, e. g., aocial and 
polttieal, but It is also true that 
they are the rrt»atlon of thp indi- 
vidual, Htiapwl ami cnloifd by hia 
early trainint,' and its (iinsiciuenl 
temper or bias. 

The Catholic cliurcli liat< always 
bnively and sucressfuUy faced this 
iRsnc. thf> rocoKnitlon of God's su- 
(1!.::. phuc ill the individual life, 
niH rights, law, honor, service and 
worship. Her entire career is a 
o&mmetitary on 0t Paul's brave and 
tadd discourse to the men of Ath- 
ena. Alnee then no human oonsid- 
eratlons have e%-er swayed her from 
teaching nianltlnd the existence of 
Ood, the attributes of his divine 
nature and his loNinn concern for 
man's welfare, temporal ami spir- 
itual. When the little Catholic child 
teams the opening lines of the 
catechism and grasps the great fart 
that he is Ood's beloved creature, 
made to know, love and serve hiR 
Maker, he has acquired a working 
philosophy of life, a compass o.. Its

While the aootal order was gen- 
erally reUglous, this peculiar office 
of the church needed no insistence, 
no defence or protection. TUit mod- 
ern conditions, i. «.„ profound er- 
rors in philosophy, the natural 
guide of lite, cotrpled with injustice, 
per8e<uit!oTi, suspicion and hatred, 
operating on a large scale and with 
conscious persistency, have com- 
pelled the Catholic ^sburcdi every- 
where to look oarafttlljr into the 
Coundationi ot bar Ufa and her 
probable itate to the future order 
of tba woild. In other words, the 
education of every Catholic child 
becomes a principal preoccupation 
o^UsflnthoUc authority. In a dim 
ancPlateat way the Idea of God is 
ever present to the vouiig mind, as 
it were a haunting (K^ho of its 
origin, but tliis raguo fenso needs 
development, corn . tlon, proteotion. 
It needs to grow a.s the body and 
mind of the child grow. In other 
words, gradually, the object of sym- 
pathetic care and Intelligent forma- 
tion. It needs proper nntrltlon, 
und adverse influencas must he 
counteraetad and if piqaaible nuUi- 
ned. Tha taaaUby cerme of a re- 
Mgious pbUoaoptay of life must be 
wisely plaatod and aeduloualy tend- 
ed, lest they decay and die on poor 
•oil or amid noxious overgrowth. 

The right knowledge of God, or 
true rellgloB, la the best moral 
panacea for the ills of life, imd on 
it the child mu»t one day depend 
amid temptation, failure, disillusion, 
poverty, sorrow, injustice and op- 
pression, alluients bodUy and spir- 
ttual. If ho be not well grounded 
in the knowladga ot Ood, above all 
it be be uneooaelona ct Qod'a lova 
and mercy, ot anotber nod a perfect 
woiM. of redemptkm and Immor- 
tality, be la likely to baooma M cast- 
airay. a drifttng parti to himself 
and to others. 

The Catholic child, brought up in 
Catholic schools. Is place<l in the 
most favorable (on<litions for ini- 
blMmg there ^;reat fundajnental 
principles of education and for 
grasping also the true meaning ot 
man, human lite, all nature and all 
history. The Catholic aobool 
actually reproduces, tor ,tbo brief 
span of oMldhood, as ideal world, 
la whiab bumas thought and human 
ttfa mora akmg the lines ot the 
dirlne will, la wblob the spirit of 
Christ's gospel is dally eommended 
and exemiAiHed, In which the 
obarms of Ohrlatlan virtue and tho 
evil consequences ot all wrong-do- 
ing are Inculcated with precision 
and authority, and w^herein tba child 
meets at all times a nioial unHy Of 
doctrine and discipline. 

Perhaps under perfeet conditions 
the home would suSloe for aucb a 
desirable training, but *ha modem 
home at least Is notoriously ao belp- 
iees for tha rallglOM tndnlng of 
ohildren, ia MaaU ao ottan tho mlr 
lor and acbo ot all tbe moral evils 
•f our aoclal life, that H can no 
longer be safely trusted as the nor- 
mal guide and protector of the 
minds and hearts of the young. The 
Catholic school furnisnea the Chris- 
tian atmosphere, lacking or weak in 
many homes, and in that holy at 
moapihere grow normally all good 
impulses and tenU« iiolea, all efficient 
motions of divine grasa, all the beat 



forms and principles of IHe, relig- 
loua and aeeular. The Catholic 
school is thus very truly a nursery 
of all the best qualities of the 
young mind and heart, ot the vir- 
tues on which the safeiljr and aanc- 
tity of tba home itaoH must de- 
pend. 

But if God is the source and 
Bsfeg:uar<l of our ItlHTties and of 
all the other bleneings whlc'i we as 
a free people enjoy, should He not 
have a place in the achool whiota 
undertakes to train tha ^ild in 
the dntlaa aad rlgMa of Anarlean 
citlEensbipT lha naswor givan to 
tbls question by tha Oatbode aohool 
la the only answer eonstatent with 
the principles on whldi our Govern- 
ment is founded. It is the practical 
application of the thought expressed 
by Washington in Ma tarawell ad- 
dress. 

Now, our country with all its 
progress and Its prowess is neither 
so .strong nor so far «dvance<I to- 
ward the Ideals of its founders that 
it can dispenae with "national mor- 
ality." And if education la to be a 
means for tba furtherance of oat' 
national welfare it can not afford to 
take as Its baMa the "exclusion of 
religions principle," 1. e., to ignore 
Crod In the national system of men- 
tal training and moral discipline, 
nnd all that thia suUiiue and preg- 
nant Ideal staada and ever bat stood 
for.

Several 
months ago Sister Euphrasia relln- 
quished much of the rontlaa work 
in the hospital managemABt. but 
kept her plans regarding her retire- 
ment to Nazareth from all except 
a few of her most intimate associ- 
ates at the hospital. Two years ago 
Sister Kuphrasia celebrated her 
golden jubilee as a Sister ol ('har- 
Ity. more than thirty-eight ytsirs 
alter slie liad <-ome to the Bluegrass 
capital and established St. Joseph's 
Hospital wheA the city was? without 
such an institution. During the 
tlma she was at the bead of the 
hospital she endeared herself to 
all with whom rtio csma in contact, 
and the great hospital is a monu- 
ment to her devotion. During the 
terrible smallpox epidemic which 
swept over Louisville soon after 
the civil war Sieter Euphrasia led 
a h«uid of nurses when others had 
faltered in offering help until the 
dread plague was stamped out. She 
came to Kentucky in her girlhood 
from a home of luxury in I'ittsburph 
to enter the academy at Nazareth, 
and has lived all of her time here 
since then. She is eighty-five years 
old. Her name in the world was 
Staffoid.

The Union of tbe Holy Name 60- 
clatlaa ot tbe diooeaa ot Providence 
has presented a ebaek for ll.SOO to 
Right Rev. Btsbop Harkins (or tha 
estsblishmaat of a scholarship at 
La Salle Academy.

As had been predicted, President 
Wilson on Monday vetoed the im- 
migration bill passed recently by 
Congress, because of Its literacy teet 
provision. It was the second time 
that Presldsnt Wilson had vetoed 
an Immlcntion blU boeauas ot tbe 
Htaraoy test, aad tor the same rsa- 
son similar measures ware given 
vetoes by Presidents Taft aad (^sve- 
land. The Preeidant's v«to massage 
to the House, in which 11m hill or- 
iginated, follows: 

•I very much rsCTil tO XOtam 
thia bill without my signature. In 
luost of the provisions of the bill 
I should be very glad to concur, 
but I can not rid myself of tlie 
conviction that literacy test consti- 
tutes a radical change in the policy 
of tbe nation which is not Justified 
In principle. It Is not a test of 
character, of quality, or ot personal 
ntnesB, but would operate in n^ost 
cases merely as a penalty for lack 
of opportimity in the country from 
s-h'th the alien aeeking admission 
came. The opportunity to gain an 
education is In many cases one of 
the chJtf opportunities sought by 
Die iiiu'ilgrant in cotuing to the 
nniled States, and our experience in 
lh(! pan has not been that the il- 
literate Immigrant la as such an 
undesirable ini migrant. Tests of 
fl'aality and of purpose can not be 
objected to on principle, but tests 
of opportunity surely may be. 

"Moreover, even if this test 
luliiht be equitably Insisted on, one 
of the exceptions propoaed to its 
application involvos a provision 
which might lead to.vary .d^Hcate 
and hazardous dlptomattie aituattons. 
The bill exempts from the operatton 
of the literacy t*8t 'all aliens who 
shall prove to the satisfaction of 
the proper iuiniigratiou officer or 
10 the Secretary of Labor that they 
are seeking admis.sdon to the 
United States lo avoid religious ppi- 
•ecution in the country of their last 
permanent residence, whether <^ucli 
persecution be evidenced by ovett 
acts or by laws or governmental 
regulations that discrlndaato against 
tba allsn or tho race to which he 
tnHoCft because ot his raUgtoas 
Cakh.' Such a provision, 00 applied 
and administered, would oblige tbe 
officer concerned in effect to pass 
judgment upon the laws and prac- 
tices of a foreign government aud 
declare that they did or did not 
fonsfitute religious pei-secution. 
This would, to say the least, be a 
most invidious function for any ad- 
ministrative officer of this t^,overn- 
oient to perform, and it is not only 
possible but probable that very 
serious questions of International 
Justice and comity would arise be- 
tween thia Oovemment and the gov- 
ernment ot gOTsmmsnts thus offi- 
cially coodsmnsd should its exercise 
09 adopted. 

'.'I dare say that these oonae- 
quences ware not in the minds of 
the proponents ot this provision, 
but the provision separately and iu 
Itself renders it unwise tor ma to 
give my assent to tbis IsflMatlon in 
ite present form." 

When the meesage was read in 
the House It was ordered to He on 
iho table until Thursday morning, 
and champions of tbe bill began 
laying their plana for an aftort to 
override tba veto. Cbalmaa Bur- 
nett announced that be would move 
for a vote Thursday. Tbe bill 
which tbe Preskjant vetoed passed 
the House last March by a vote of 
308 to 87 and the Senate In Decem- 
ber by 64 to 7. 

Cardinal Gibbons entered a strong 
protest against the bill in the fol- 
lowing statement, given out last 
week : 

'It Is disappointing to many 
(houghtiul cltizeins thii/t the inimi- 
t;ra.tion bill has pastied both houses 
of Congress. By this measure illit- 
erates will in the future be ex- 
cluded from entrance into this 
country. It Is to be hoped that 
Mr. Wilson wiU aot with tba same 
good Judgment as be baa done on a 
tonner like oocsaion, and veto (be 
Mil. Similar bills have bean vetoed 
Dy preceding Prestdents, who have 
Deen cognizant of tbe harmful ef- 
fect this teet of literacy would have 
upon desirable Immigration. Illit- 
eracy should not be confounded 
with Ignorance. There Is an old 
»>lom which reade that 'Intellec- 
tual attainments are not tho teet 
of virtue.' Many of the meet dan 
gerous members of the community 
are men of keen and trained intel- 
lect, but of depraved owials. . The 
normal sturdy illiterate baa a re- 
ceptive mind, capable of earty de 
relopmeat. Bad tbe United States 
refused euch Illiterates from the 
beginning of our Government our 
country would have lost the benefit 
•f their virtue, thrift. Industry and 
enterprising spirit. And the de 
soendants of such forbears are an 
nonor to their fathers, and a credit 
and an asset to our country, for 
they have been ravldly incorporated 
and identified with the native 
population by the assimilating pro

The daily papers this week con- 
tained tbe important news that Oen. 
Percy Haly and Senator Beckham 
were in conference at Wartilngton 
and prevlons to ttMt conference the 
Senator had beea oa a tour of Ohio 
advocating prohibition and urging 
the voters of that State to kill the 
sale of liquor when that question 
comes up for a vote this yeai . It 
was rumored that the IIaly-B«H;kham 
conference wiij* to further plan for 
the spread ol prohibition In Ohio, 
and many who know wonder why 
these two worthy prohibition sup- 
porters do not begin their reform 
move In Frankfort. A prominent 
Democrat of the capital ia dis- 
cussing this with a rsp r see atHi ve 
of the Kentucky XrMi Aaerioan 
said: 

"At the late election in Frankfort 
tor the selection ot Democratic pre- 
cinct committeemen twenty-five of 
the thirty licensed liquor dealers of 
Frankfort supported the Haly-Beck- 
ham choices, and this despite the 
fact that the Haly-Beckha m candi- 
dates would t>e expected to declare 
for proliibition In the Democratic 
councils." 

To an outsider this seems queer 
that the two most pronounced State- 
wide prohlbitionisto in the State 
rthould be lined up with the liquor 
men of their own community for 
oontroi of the Democratic party, and 
one wonders if either side can not 
be charged with , hypocrisy. In sup- 
porting prohibition candidates the 
liquor men can not be sincere and 
in working hand In glove with the 
liquor men the sincerity of Haly 
and Beckham Is open to que.^tlon. 

The statement was made In these 
cqluuins last week that ex-Park 
Ooiumlssloner Ben Brumleve atad 
County Judge Sam fJreene were be- 
hind a movemeut to bring out what 
would be known as an antl-admlnis- 
tratlon slate in the primary to cap- 
ture tha Democratic nominations. 
.Mr. Brumleve telephoned tbe writer 
that as far as he was concerned this 
statement was absolutely true and 
that he and his friends would an- 
nounce the names of the opposition 
candidates In a few dajTs, hut that 
Judge Greene had no p.irt in the 
movement, and Mr. Brumleve statt^l 
that he believed that Judgo Greene 
was an Rdmlnlstratlon choice, and 
to substantiate this tlure was no 
Invitation extended to the Judge 10 
participate in the conferences held 
by the antl-admlnlstratlon organisa- 
tion. Mr. Brumleve fu'rther said 
that he would be a candidate for 
one ot the prominent offices on this 
slate. 

As stated before, this slate or 
any other set of candidates should 
cause no friction In the Democratic 
ranks, and the Kveninj; Post n- 
echoed that sentiment the other day 
in saying thiit while the prominent 
leaders will support M. ssrs. Bing- 
ham, Scholz and Cox, . i.aibined 
entry for C/Ounty Coniniis.>*iuners, no 
concerted effort ahould be made to 
dissuade any other Dstnoorat from 
furthering bis oaadidaer tor the 
same office. This votess the spirit 
ef real Democracy, and aa an ex- 
State Senator said the other day 
he heartily indorsed the suggestion 
of the Kentucky Irish American for 
the Democratic Committee to let the 
bars down and let every one enter 
vho oares to rest his case with the 
Democratic voters, who are the gov- 
erning powers of Democracy. Free 
and untranimeled rivalry In the 
primary will necesearily make a 
strong ticket ia November. 

The friends ot Loralnci Mix have 
already begun aa active cnn'vass in 
his belwlf for the nomination for 
County Judge* and from present In 
dicatlons he will have a personal 
organl»tlon ot untold strength In 
the primary. One striking fact 
stands out In regard to Mr. Mix's 
candidacy and that la In no matter 
what group of Democrate politics 
and politicians are discussed you 
will find them unanimous in worda 
of praise for his personality ia 
private and public life.' 

Squire Ben Schulman has an- 
nounced bis candidacy for re-elec- 
tion as Magistrate of the Sixth 
Magleterial district, and oa bis rec- 
ord la olUos it is believed he 'will 
have BO oppoaltlon in Democratic 
circles for the nomination. Squire 
Stfhulman has served as Magistrate 
for the past four years, and despite 
tbe criticism showered on the Fiscal 
Court ia the past he was given ex- 
ceptional praise by the preae and 
public ^Ike for his stand against 
the loose methods of that body.

Judge Matt O'ltoherty, one of 
Kentucky's best known and moet 
highly esteemed citizens, was the 
vioUm of a vicious assault just be- 
fore midnight Monday. When the 
HSKiuil! occurred Judge O'Doherty 
was walking to his home In the 
Plasa after attending a meeting at 
the Knights of Columbus Hall. Sev- 
enU friends left tlie hall at the 
same time and iiccompanled the 
Judge pait ot tba way, but all had 
turned into side irtreeta betore St. 
Jamee Codrt was reaebed. As the 
Judge passed to tbe opposite slds 
of the street firom Central Mtfk, 
two young men wearing Mack hats 
pulled down over their faces sprang 
from the darkness and attacked 
him from the rear. One of the 
men grabbed the Judge around the 
Beck. Despite his siixty years Judge 
O'Doherty knocke<l the man to the 
ground by a blow in the neck. Be- 
fore the man on the ground could 
gain Ills feet the other n;an struck 
the Judge with a biPwMi-r he piiked 
from the gutter, and then botli mn, 
having reallied tha pugna('it> and 
Irish spirit of their victim. ihe 
injured Judge ouuiaged .to. make 
his way to bis front deerv where 
be was met by Mrs. O'Doherty, who 
notified the police. A squad of 
police from the Sixth district sta- 
tion hunted the neighborhood for 
the men without success. Judge 
O'Doherty was able to give the 
police only a meager description of 
tho men, only that both appeared 
to be younp. The motive of the 
men is tlu>ii!-;lii, by tlic .Tmlpe and 
the police to have been to a.ssault 
and not robbery.

It is strange 
Indeed that two inoffensive prelates 
In tbe distant State of Zacatecas 
could ssnd aid to Villa in Chihua- 
hua, at • time when two armies 
were striving to cateb sight of him. 
This latest outvags is hot an inci- 
dent in a relentless persecution car- 
ried on by the Carranzlstas, at the 
very time they are proclaiming lib- 
erty of conscience and freedom of 
worslilp. No one believes the charge 
against the prisoners, not even their 
accusers, but unfortunately the ab- 
surdity of the accusation does not 
stay the hands of .Mexican mur- 
derer*. The protest from President 
Wilson may save their llvee.

Rejiiesenting the Irifth Pretis and 
News Hervic«>, Delmar RadtKiume. 
an Aiuerioau, writes from Belfast: 
A lull in Irish agitation or a sort 
of numbnsss prevails at tHe opening 
of the new year— what might be 
described ia America «a a period of 
"watchful walUng." Ifo one knows 
what to expect in the way ot a 
I liange in government, but all sidss 
I '-el there are secret understi|ad» 
ings among the leaders of the Bew 
Wai Ministry, soon to be revealed, 
which will pave the way for an 
Irish House of Commons and an 
Irish Senate, The Colonial Pre- 
miers to meet in lyondon this month 
have agreed in advance to recom- 
mend some form of settlement Ot 
the Irish autonomy question. The 
plans are based on the hopes ot 
breaking down Irish disloyalty. Im- 
portant concesslonB will be made to 
Ulster, even to the extent of giving 
Ulster a disproportionate share In 
the proposed new government of 
Ireland, Including guarantees for 
the provincial safety ot Ulster by 
some form of provincial legislature. 
The liberation ol the Irish rebels 
has not affronted the Belfast Union- 
ists as badly as expecle<l. The 
abolishment of martial law will 
uot stir up great opposition here. 

A great change has come over 
this comer ot Ireland since the fear 
of losing ttie war has seised the 
minds ot the loyallsta. The gross- 
est lafonHdloB as to- the progress 
01' the war was furnished the people 
of Ireland. The breakdown ot the 
Aaquith Mlnistiyr, the scarcity of 
food, the collapse of the Allies' 
impaipn in the Far East, the dead- 
ock on thi' .SDmnic, all these disas- 
ters were lliially seen and the truth 
tell on the Tory elements 
crushing force. This feel^ 
common dsnger Impels thedf'^ 
cept the lesser of two insecuritlen. 
I'hey prefer to . face tbe rule ot a 
emporary Irish govemmmt so tbait 
the fate of the Britlidi Empire may 
be averted. They have not changed 
their opinions, It must be said. But 
they do finally recognize the danger 
that confronts them of defeat in 
tbe waiv-ot a ruined l ister as well 
as a ruined England. It a fair 
measure ot self-government is 
granted Ireland may not sufficient 
Irish soldiers In Ireland, Canada 
and Australia be secured to change 
the tide of war and wrest victory 
from the enemy? Will Russia drop 
>ut, what then? How. much wUl 
ur posltton tn America be im- 
proved, for after all the United 
states is responsive to the feeing 
n Dublin rather than Belfast. 

The agents of the new Premier, 
the powerful shipping men threat- 
ened with the destruction of Belfast 
shipping, are working hand in hand 
to cultivate this feeling and break 
down the opposition of the profes- 
sional Orange politicians who have 
lived so hing on politics — religious 
rancor. Whether they will be suc- 
cessful in eradicating Ulster opposi- 
tion to a home rule bill time will 
tell and the decision ia not far off. 
Policy, opportunism and naUoaal de- 
fense are the foross woriciag tor 
concessions If not surrender ot tbe 
Unionist party. The fate of Ire- 
land Is a world question today in- 
separably linked with intomattonai 
war problems. The German ship 
attemptini; to land 20,000 rifles and 
machine guns on tho shores of dis- 
afl'ecte»l Kerry but eight montha 
since is a grim specter which the 
Unioniste hope never to see again 
If boms rule Is made into a reality. 
In Deny and in Antrim aad Dowa 
thsss views «ire being esobaaged. 
The vroaPMts ot a sattleateat are 
considered the brightest in thiee 
years. 

There is not much genuine feeling 
for enforced military service, as we 
have been led to believe was so gen- 
eral among tbe Iriah loyalists. The 
demand Is only on the surface. 
Their skins are safe an<l secretly 
they are praying that Ireland con- 
tinue in being exempted. They are 
all at work In shops and shipyarda 
and they prefer the plan of starving 
the Natlonalista from emptoymant. 
thus forcing the unforttiaatss into 
the army. Eauality of eaoclfloe 
the term used aad the Tory maal* 
tion worker. weH paid, ooosoiss 
himself by the thought that he is 
working for his country at home 
and. if the Nationalist or the Sinn 
Felner can not find work, as he 
n not leave the island, be will 
finally drift into the maw of the 
military .service act.
